To the Honorable The President and The Congress of the United States. 

Gentlemen:— An unprecedented and appalling condition confronts the 
working people of this nation. 

Unemployment always serious has this year become acute and alarming. 
Not leaa than 3.000*06 and possibly , aa many as 5,000.000 people are unem- 
ployed at the present time. 

This situation ia rapidly assuming the proportions of an immense social 

fevery great «iy ui Uii iat& is sverror* "±z uurmptbytd T .- ali 
authorities are either unwilling or unable to cope with the situation. 

Added to the personal loss and suffering of those who cannot find work 
is the imrnenae social loss which cannot be less than $i^)oo,ooovooo s year, 
from failure to keep these mMHoni at productive laker. . . 

Homes are imperilled. Women and children are left to inevitable asati- 
tudon and want while millions of men and women, baffled by the ^corrigible 
conditions, lose hope and courage. Thousands sink inevitably into the ranks 
of the dependent, defective snd delinquent classes, that are an eveT-increas- 
ing burden snd menace to our civilisation. 

All these combine to make this problem of the unemployed one of 
supreme importance, and one that calls for immediate and constructive action 
on the part of the president and congress of these United States, 

In our conviction no greater problem confronts your honorable body 
than this ; no duty is quite so imperative and important, while at the same 



time no greater opportunity to render notable and praiseworthy social an 4 
civic service awaits you. 

And to the end that relief may be found for these millions of the unem- 
ployed, we earnestly urge upon the members of your honorable body that this 
matter be given precedent over every other possible measure, snd that action 
along the following or similar lines be taken at the earliest possible moment 

FIRST: That a comprehensive system of federal, state and municipal 
free employment 1 agencies, be established. Such a system was outlined by 
Congressman Murdock of Kansas, in his bill introduced in Congress, April 
*V. 1914. Esther this measure, or some similar measure, should be sdopted 
st once. 

SECOND: That every possible line of public work* now owned snf 
operated by the government be at once extended, and new ones opened so as 
to give work to the unemployed. The government should build more roads. 
jwm5»» *hi work en its reclamation. Lv»y»r*#ri and isfoe*»ting projects, open 
more mines, snd inaugurate public enterprises ar.J^ 'f-.^trie*. 

THIRD : That proviaion be made for loans Ly the United States govern- 
ment to the various states snd municipalities, at a rate Uiterest sufficient 
onto to eswer the cost of handling the money, in order to enable such states 
'and nwikipsnilas «js develop psmse works of their own and thus emplod 
their proportion of the unemployed. 

FOURTH : That Ctagress proceed st once to develop, snd put in oper- 
ation, s national system of unemployment insurance, by which the workers 
of the natio n may be protected from involuntary idleness. 

FIFTH: And. finally, that a sufficient appropriation be made, out of 
any available funds, to put into operation at once the above measures.

The ink had hardly dried on the I*. S. Supreme 
Court decision upholding the assessing of $252,130 in 
damages against the 200 Danbury. Conn., members of 
the Hatter's Union, when the courts of Arkansas 
levied fines of $500 and Si, 000 and jail sentence* 
against seven members of the I'nited Mine Workers 
of America, growing out of the miners' strike in that 
Mate.
